Chiao 's 65 -minute speech in

C h in e s e

that fo r the United Natio ns to

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Hunting Energy Alternative 


In the midst of all the energy-crisis talk 
there occasionally crops up a nugget of op­ 
timism. Generally it is in the form of a new 
research program that shows promise of 
becoming a part of the energy supply at some 
future date. 
Ohio stepped into the picture last week with 
a report from a Case Western Reserve 
University (CWRU) professor on his ex­ 
periment to harness some of the sun’s energy 
to provide electric power. 


DREAMS OF latching onto the sun’s vast, 
constant source of power are not new, but the 
growing energy crisis has added real urgency 
to a bevy of experiments. 
L. 0. Kampitz, director of the microbiology 
department in the university’s school of 
medicine, is developing a program involving 
the conversion of sunlight to energy through 
biological means. 
Prof. Krampitz, with the help of a $250,000 
grant from the National Science Foundation, 
hopes to go a step further than the normal 
process in which plants use sunlight to break 
down water. If successful, the process will 
produce hydrogen which can be burned to get 
energy. 


Overheard on the

That the First Christian Church is planning 
a large addition to its edifice on East Sixth St. 


An interesting aspect to the process, the 
professor adds, is that water is formed when 
hydrogen is burned which serves as the basis 
for starting the whole procedure over again. 
He cautions that his experiment is in its 
early stages 
and 
much 
technical 
and 
engineering work remain before it becomes a 
feasible process. 
At best, he sees his program as only a 
partial solution to the problem of what to do 
when our fossil fuel supply is depleted in a few 
years. 
IT IS REFRESHING 
for a scientist to 
speak of the limits involved in his research 
while pointing out its potential contribution in 
an area affecting all citizens of this nation. 
Atomic energy will not satisfy America’s 
power demands as fossil fuels are depleted. It 
is imperative that other sources be found. 
Prof. Krampitz and others are working to 
do just that. Their success or failure will have 
a lot to do with the future of America. 


Beyond Expectations 


Ten years ago Rachel Carson’s book, 
“Silent Spring,” hit the book counters with a 
sound which has been reverberating ever 
since. The theme of the book was the adverse 
effects on life of pesticides, particularly DDT. 
Published long before it was popular to 
become part of the ecological movement, 
Rachel Carson’s book was both sharply at­ 
tacked and hotly praised. The author, who 
died two years later, did not live to witness 
the great upsurge in environmental concern 
which followed. 
Today, DDT is all but banned in the United 
States. 
Where the Issues Aren't

NEW YORK—(NEA) - 
W’hen they tell you about 
presidential cam paigns in 
civics class, they don’t tell 
you 
about 
fund-raising 
cocktail parties. 
Maybe it is just as well. 
Take 
the 
“ Publishing 
People for McGovern” party 
they had here the other night. 


IT WAS held at the Tavern 
on the Green, a sort of jet set 
McDonald’s on the edge of 
Central Park. The place was 
jammed with nearly 1,800 
authors, editors, publicists 
and editorial assistants who 
had paid $7.50 apiece to get 
in, thereby raising something 
like $13,000 for the McGovern 
campaign. That is enough to 
buy 162,500 eight-cent stamps 
* for mailing out literature, 
make 972 three-minute long 
distance 
calls 
from 
Washington to Hollywood to 
discuss strategy with Shirley 
M acLaine or provide 13 
people with their $1,000 
grants under the welfare 
reform program McGovern 
does not advocate any more. 
Those attending the party 
also had to pay for their own 
drinks — $1 for a glass of 
beer, $2 for a mixed drink— 
but that did not seem to 
inhibit many people. 


THE MAIN attraction was 
the chance to see a lot of 
famous writers in person. 
The advance list of authors 
expected to attend included 
Kurt Vonnegut Jr., George 
Plim pton, Joseph Heller, 
Jim m y Breslin, Bruce J 
Friedman, Gay Talese and 
just about every other well­ 
known writer in the history of 
the English language except 
-Clifford Irving and William 
Shakespeare, 
who 
had 
previous commitments. 


Most of the writers even 
showed up although the 
partygoers, despite con­ 
siderable neck-craning and 
whispers of “Who is that?”, 
couldn’t be sure they had 
seen any of them, literary 
anonymity being such that 
you can’t tell the authors 
even with a scorecard. 
The “guests” themselves 
milled around as much as the 
cramped quarters allowed, 
greeting old friends, rattling 
ice 
cubes 
and 
ardently 
avoiding 
discussing 
the 
issues. They wore a wide 
range of clothes, from ultra 
formal to ultra-casual, from 
the floor-length gown worn by 
a very WASPish lady with the 
“end white racism ” button to 
the blue jeans and halter top 
worn by a very attractive 
young fem ale publishing 
person. 


THERE WERE also some 
guest 
speakers. 
Robert 
Bernstein, 
president 
of 
R*andom 
House and 
the 
program m.c., pointed out to 
the crowd that they had 
actually paid the $7.50 ad­ 
mission mainly to listen to 
people asking them for more 
money. But it didn’t m at­ 
ter much since nobody could 
hear what he was saying in 
the din. 
Form er 
U.S. 
attorney 
general Ramsey Clark, spoke 
first, discussing his trip to 
North Vietnam, 
the First 
Amendment to the Con­ 
stitution and the Nixon ad­ 
ministration’s responsibility 
for everything bad that has 
happened in the universe 
since Jan. 20, 1969. 
Then came John Leonard, 
book review editor of the New 
York Times, who started out 
by saying he wasn’t a good 
public speaker but forged on 
anyway and proved himself 
right. 


SINCE THE crowd did not 
need any convincing that 
President 
Nixon 
is 
the 
greatest villain since Genghis 
Khan, nobody objected to this 
and 
the 
next 
speaker, 
M c G o v e rn ’s 
P o litic a l 
Director, Frank Mankiewicz, 
followed 
up 
with 
a 
vaudevillish routine filled 
with toothlessly biting jokes, 
the best of which 
was, 
“Would you want Nixon to 
install your telephone?” 
Eugene M cCarthy con­ 
cluded the speeches with a 
relatively gentle attack on 
the Republicans that was 
interrupted only by the real 
thing, a genuine little old lady 
in tennis shoes who yelled, 
“Shut up” in the general 
direction of the bar when 
M cCarthy’s voice becam e 
altogether inaudible. 
The crowd did not seem to 
notice when the speeches 
ended and Bernstein closed 
the program. They all just 
kept on doing whatever it was 
they had been doing during 
the speeches, which wasn’t 
listening, except for a man 
wearing a knit sports jacket 
in a tiger skin pattern, who­ 
oshed up to McCarthy and 
asked him to pose for a 
photograph. 


WOULD ANYBODY 
be 
surprised if at the same time 
there was a Republican fund­ 
raising 
party 
going 
on 
somewhere, perhaps with the 
“ Advertising 
People 
for 
Nixon” or “ Yak Trainers for 
Nixon” or “Wheat Brokers 
for Nixon” ? 
Let us just hope that 
wherever he is, news of this 
kind of goings-on does not get 
to Thomas Jefferson, who 
once wrote, “I know no safe 
depository of the ultimate 
power of the society but the 
people themselves.”

This new push of the future 
hinges on such alliterations 
as 
“ job 
alienation, 
job 
h u m a n i z a t i o n , 
j o b 
satisfaction and job enrich­ 
ment.” 
These four Senators, led by 
Ted Kennedy, appear to 
believe that the young worker 
is being racked and cracked, 
m entally 
as 
well 
as 
physically, by the boredom 
on the job, by the Charlie 
Chaplinesque image of an 
assembly line, by working 
rules which Kennedy says 
even 
drove 
one 
worker 
berserk. He shot three co­ 
workers and was acquitted 
much 
to 
the 
Senator’s 
gratification. 
“Too many young workers 
are finding their jobs a place 
of 
confinem ent 
and 
frustration,” says Kennedy. 
“And we should not be sur­ 
prised that our lack of con­ 
cern is producing a class of 
angry 
and 
rebellious 
workers.” 
So Kennedy and his three 
colleagues have introduced 
the 
“ W orker 
Alienation 
Research 
and 
Technical 
Assistance Act of 1972” which 
would authorize the ex ­ 
penditure of $20 million for 
research 
and 
ex ­ 
perimentation “to end that 
alienation and to return the 
sense of exfcitement and 
adventure that traditionally 
has 
characterized 
our 
people.” ' 
Basically, after scanning 
scores 
of 
reports 
and 
listening 
to 
as 
m any 
specialists across Europe, I 
do believe the answer to this 
as 
Kennedy 
and 
his 
technicians see it—and some 
of his allies inside labor—is 
“ increased 
worker 
p a r­ 
ticipation 
in 
decision 
making.” 
This means cutting in on

hundred already have been 
selected. The Denver school 
case, potentially of even 
greater im pact than the 
original school desegregation 
case ' of 1954, commands 
greatest interest, but the 
range of the law is infinite. It 
is hard to imagine an area of 
human concern not touched 
upon here. 
The Court plainly is divided 
critically on the matter of 
abortion.

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Television Review 
World to Meet Lost Tasaday Tribe

NEW YORK (AP) - Jack 
Reynolds sat down in a glass- 
enclosed 
booth 
at 
the 
recording studio on West 54th 
Street. He lit his pipe, 
checked the script again and 
started talking. Softly. 
“This is a very special 
baby... a link between the 
present and the past. He is 
the latest member of a stone- 
age 
tribe. 
He 
has 
no 
name...For the time being his 
fam ily sim ply calls him 
‘brother’.” 
Reynolds was taping his 
narration 
for 
a 
special 
docum entary, ‘‘The Cave 
People of the Philippines,” to 
be shown on NBC next 
Tuesday night at 10 p.m. 
His words were about the 
Tasaday, a gentle tribe of 27 
men, women and children 
whose home always has been 
the caves in a few miles 
worth of rain forest on the 
rugged Philippine island of 
Mindanao. 
They’re the so-called “Lost 
Tribe.” Their discovery in 
June a year ago touched off 
frontpage 
headlines 
and 
waves of excitement among 
anthropologists, linguists and 
social scientists. 
‘‘...Landing 
there, 
one 
steps back thousands of 
years,” Reynolds said as the 
sound engineer monitored the 
volume, “and we meet our 
stone-age ancestors face-to- 
face.” 
The seconds tick off on the 
studio clock. Reynolds must 
compress into 51 minutes the 
story and significance of a 
once-obscure tribe cut off 
from civilization for cen­ 
turies. 
But the tall, gently sardonic 
son of Brooklyn has too much 
respect for the Tasaday to 
treat their lives lightly. He 
sees a wedding ceremony this 
way: 
"The members of the tribe 
stand around the couple and 
say ‘mafion’...which means 
beautiful. Then the couple 
promises to live together and 
help each other until their 
hair turns white.” 
His script has been hard 
work. He’s been constantly 
writing and rewriting since 
coming to New York with the 
3*2 weeks of film he and his 
crew shot when they visited 
the Tasaday last August. 
It was his third visit. He 
first filmed the tribe when the 
story of their discovery broke

in June 1971. He went back 
again in May. 
All his visits have been as 
quiet and unobtrusive as pos­ 
sible. It could be the reason

Sludge Fertilizer 
Is Nothing New 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(A P )-A 
proposal 
to 
use 
trea ted 
sewage sludge as fertilizer 
has muddied 
the political 
w aters of Indiana, but some 
Hoosier farm ers quietly have 
been using processed night 
soil for years. 
F a rm e rs once collected 
treated sludge in barrels and 
horse-draw n 
w agons 
to 
spread on their fields. Some 
now are using pickup trucks 
and several spreaders to do 
the job. Inovative municipal 
projects are planned or un­ 
derway in Columbus, Ind., 
and South Bend to recycle 
wastes by using them in 
agriculture and landscaping. 
They are implementing, on 
a small scale, some of the 
controversial proposals of the 
US. Army-Corps of Engineers 
study called C-SELM —for 
C hicago-Southern End of 
Lake Michigan. 
One Corps proposed calls 
for large waste treatm ent 
sites in Illinois and Northwest 
Indiana that would serve the 
Chicago-Gary 
- 
Hammond 
areas. 
At the inland sites, sewage 
and other w astes would be 
treated, then allowed to settle 
in large lagoons. The dis­ 
infected sludge would be used 
as fertilizer or land fill. The 
rem ain in g liquid effluent 
would be chlorinated, used 
for irrigation and at the sam e 
time treated by passing it 
through the soil.

Abraham Caster has been 
spreading sludge on his 1,057- 
acre farm in Crawfordsville, 
Montgomery County, since 
December and anticipates his 
best h arv est and low est 
fertilizer bill in years. 
‘‘Our re su lts a re m a r­ 
v elo u s,” C aster told The 
Associated Press. “ I feel the 
only sensible way to use this 
stuff is to put it back in the 
soil—not in the stream s.” 
The 49-year-old C aster, 
whose family has farm ed the 
land since 1829, is under a 
two-year contract with the 
city of Crawfordsville to haul 
digested sludge from its 
sewage treatm ent plant. The 
city pays him $11 per 1,000 
gallons and he’s hauled more 
than one million gallons in his 
tanker truck.

nitrates but he still adds 
com m ercial potash. 
Purdue University’s soil 
testing laboratory monitors 
the content of his soil and 
Caster works with the State

verv faint, sweetish 
odor that dissipates in a few 
days,” Caster says. “ Unless 
you know what to sniff for, 
you w ouldn’t know w hat 
you’re smelling.

If approved by the voters at the 
November election, the proposed 
amendment to Ohio's constitution 
would greatly improve the . op­ 
portunity of the public to par­ 
ticipate in the decision as to how, 
and how much, it is to be taxed. 
For the first time, the. public 
would have the right to vote on 
taxation and government spen­ 
ding at the state level. 


The law already guarantees the. 


public this right of.control at the 
local level in the field of real 
estate taxes and municipal in­ 
come taxes. 


If approved, the constitution 
would then provide that the rate 
of state income taxation must be 
the same for all natural persons. 
The constitution already requires 
that the rate and valuation for 
property taxes must be the same 
for all taxpayers. 


The amendment would provide 
for income taxation based upon 
ability to pay; that is, the greater 
a taxpayer's income, the more 
tax he would pay; the smaller a 
taxpayer's income, the less tax he 
would pay. 


A " Y E S " vote on the issue is 
necessary to accom plish the 
following: 


(1) Prohibit collection oil the 
present income and income- 
related tax; 


(2) Give the public the right to

Abercrombie said Knedler 
bou g ht 93 pig s in two lots in 
Au g u st from the Washing ton 
Cou rt Hou se Produ cers Yard. 
“We are doing ev ery thing 
we can to trace them back to 
the sou rce,” he said. “These 
are feeder pig s and they 
mig ht hav e been handled by 
two or three dealers on the 
way to Ohio from the Sou th.

Doct ors Tryi ng 
Laser Surgery 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
An invisible laser beam that 
cuts more sharply thian any 
scalpel has been used suc­ 
cessfully to remove dead skin 
from burn victims and repair 
damaged internal organs in 
animals, medical resear­ 
chers report. 
Dr. James 
P. 
Fidler, 
director of the University of 
Cincinnati Medical Center s 
laser laboratory, discussed 
his research team’s new 
surgical laser at the opening 
of the College of Surgeons 
58th annual clinical congress 
here Monday. 
Fidler said the technique 
uses an electric arc to excite 
molecules 
of 
carbon 
monoxide gas until they send 
out a beam of intense, highly, 
focused, and coherent radia­ 
tion. 
When aimed at tissue 
through a microscope, this 
laser beam’s bursts of in­ 
visible light produces a spot 
of heat less than a hundredth 
of an inch deep, enabling it to 
cut more precisely than any 
scalpel, Fidler said. 
The laser has been used on 
four severely damaged burn 
patients to vaporize dead, un­ 
wanted skin instantly and 
without any bleeding, the 
study reported. The excised 
area was so clean that skin 
grafts took more quickly than 
after conventional surgery, 
Fidler said. 
He said experiments on 
animals give hope the laser 
will be useful in surgery to 
repair vital organs such as 
the 
liver, 
which 
now 
frequently cause death after 
rupturing 
because 
they 
contain an extremely high 
number of blood vessels. 
Bursts of radiation from 
the carbon monoxide beam 
were used to slice away 
damaged liver tissue in dogs, 
Fidler said. The laser neatly 
severed and sealed the end of 
each blood vessel, reducing 
bleeding by half. 
The beam also completely 
vaporized the dead tissue, 
leaving no surgical debris at 
the site of the operation and

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
The 
information 
being 
gathered by the Ohio State 
University— Ohio Wesleyan 
Radio Observatory is old—a 
billion years old. 
The observatory’s large 
radio telescope—one of the 
five largest in the world— 
scans the sky and picks up 
celestrial radio waves that 


lake a billion years to travel 
to the earth. 
“ The 
information 
we 
gather is literally from the 
edge of the universe.’’ John 
Kraus, director of the ob­ 
servatory, said. 
“ A radio wave from the 
moon takes about a second to 
travel to the earth. We are 
studying celestial bodies with 
waves that must be measured 
in billions of years.”

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Because of the time lag, the 
observatory survey is ac­ 
tually a study of ancient 
history. 
“ In this respect, we are 
historians,” Kraus said. “ We 
are observing the early 
history of our universe. 
“ Because of the distances; 
we are looking back in time. 
We are studying what these 
bodies were like a billion 
years ago.” 
Although it is impossible to 
determine exactly what the 
bodies are like now, he said 
“ one can formulate a basic 
theory of evolution and some 
idea may develop of what the 
bodies aré like at this mo­ 
ment.” 
Kraus said they have ob­ 
served “ tens of thousands” of 
very large groups of celestial 
bodies—known as galazies— 
that ‘‘generate enormous 
power. 
Some of what we observe is 
very mysterious. For in* 
stance, we don’t know how 
the power is generated. 
“ Some of the bodies showed 
a marked change in size and 
strength over a relatively 
short period of time which 
simply means that there is an 
awful lot happening out there. 
The Ohio astronomy survey 
has been going on since 1966. 
Kraus described it as one of 
the largest and deepest 
survey’s of outer space ever 
conducted. The survey will 
continue for another year. 
“ It takes along time to scan 
the sky,” said Kraus, an Ohio 
State professor of electrical 
engineering and astronomy. 
“ We 
carefully 
and 
systematically 
scan 
one 
section of the sky at a time. It 
is an enormous job.” 
Twenty-four hours a day, 
365-days 
a 
year, 
the 
telescope, which is located on 
Ohio 23 in Delaware County, 
picks up radio waves and 
records them on magnetic 
discs. The discs are taken to 
OSU where computers sort 
out the information. 
“ The radio telescope is ac­ 
tually a large antenna,” 
Kraus said. “ It operates on 
the same basic principals as 
the optical telescope except 
that it uses wave lengths that 
are 
one 
million . times 
longer.” 
Construction 
of 
the 
telescope began in 1956 and it 
was completed in 1963. Kraus 
said, “ It is difficult to say 
how much it cost to build 
because a lot of students from 
the university helped to build 
it. However, I would say it is 
worth about $3 million.” 
Funds for its operations 
come from Ohio State and the 
National Science Foundation. 
“ The 
foundation 
has 
drastically 
reduced 
our 
grant,” Kraus said. “ But we 
aren’t 
doing 
any 
less 
research despite a reduced 
staff.” 
Ohio Wesleyan is included 
in the name of 
the 
ob­ 
servatory because it is build 
on 
land owned by . that 
college. 
The goals 
of 
the 
Ohio 
survey are very simple. 
“ We have a basic interest,” 
Kraus said, “ one of getting a 
complete picture of the radial 
sky. We compare it to the pic­ 
ture that has been built up 
with the optical telescopes. 
We combine everything and 
have a much better idea of 
what is going on out there.”

HOUSTON, Tex . - “ If only 
I had someone to talk with, 
someone who understands,” 
pleads a widow. 
“ It’s so lonely ,” adds 
another. 
"Doctors load y ou 
with 
tranquilizers and 
tell y ou 
y ou’ll 
be all 
right. 
That 
doesn’t help.” 
• "You’re a fifth wheel. Your 
friends are nice b u t... You’re 
just alone.” 
These are widows talking,, 
eagerly sharing ex periences 
and problems, reaching out to 
help others and to be helped. 
In only a few minutes of 
conv ersation, it’s apparent 
one of their biggest troubles 
is loneliness. 
But 
these 
women are doing something 
about 
that loneliness 
and 
other problems widows face. 
They answered a call to be 
v olunteers with Widowed 
Inc., a serv ice organization 
which aims to help people 
adjust when they lose a mate. 
Shirley Wolfer, ex ecutiv e 
director who lost her husband 
16 
m onths 
ago, 
started 
Widowed, Inc., in Houston 
after 
discov ering 
the 
organization on a trip to 
Boston. A board of directors 
was formed and a call for 
v olunteers brought out more 
than 
50 
persons 
at 
the 
organizational meeting. 
M argaret 
Cox , 
Addie 
G ol d m an , 
M ar g ar e t 
R osenthall, and Mary 
K. 
W intringham 
know 
the 
traumas of being widowed 
and they know one of the 
greatest needs is someone to 
talk with. 


LISTEN TO them: 
"I hav e no family here, no 
one,” say s Mrs. Cox . "My 
husband and I were in the 
laundry business and we sold 
it before he died. I don’t want 
to go back into that. Yet I 
don t hav e any ex perience in 
any thing else.” 
"I’d nev er worked before. I 
had done v olunteer work and 
some of the offices offered me 
jobs. I nearly fainted when I 
heard the salary . It was so 
little,” say s Mrs. Goldman. 
"Luckily I went into a good 
field, real estate.” 
"A widow often thinks she 
can liv e a lot more cheaply , 
but since finances are a big 
problem to many widows, one 
aim of Widowed, Inc., is to 
guide persons to the proper 
counseling in financial and 
legal matters. 
“ I lost some of my credit 
cards because I was honest 
and told the companies my 
husband had died. They sent 
me applications for a new 
card and when they saw I had 


no job, they didn’t giv e me 
one,” Mrs. Wolfer say s. 


"YOU’RE THROWN 
out 
of society . You can’t go out 
like y ou used to. You’re a 
prisoner 
in 
y our 
hom e. 
People tell y ou to take a trip. 
Well whom are y ou going 
with? ” say s Mrs. • Goldman. 
“ Go with another widow,” 
answers Mrs. Rosenthall. 
"The real answer is that 
y ou hav e to change y our 
lifesty le,” say s Mrs. Gold­ 
man. 
‘‘You’re 
alw ay s 
doin 
ev ery thing the way y ou thini 
he’d want y ou to do. I still do 
it, but y ou’v e got to realize 
it’s y ou now, not him,” Mrs. 
Rosenthall say s. 
Children can be life sav ers 
and heart breakers when a 
mate is lost, the women say . 
"I don’t know what I would 
hav e 
done 
without 
them. 
They carried on with their 
college just « as their father 
had planned for them. They 
were so strong I felt I had to 
liv e up to them ,” Mrs. 
Goldman say s. 
"Children also put y ou ov er 
the 
barrel;” 
say s 
Mrs. 
Wolfer. “ They ’ll say ‘Daddy 
promised me a motorcy cle’ 
and y ou hav e to ex plain that 
Daddy isn’t there any more 
and finances hav e changed. 
They hav e to adjust. But they 
can really hit y ou hard.” 
“ You get to the point that 
y ou think y ou’re going to blow 
y our mind. We hope to keep 
people from bombing out,” 
Mrs. Goldman say s. 


WHAT WIDOWED, 
Inc., 
hopes to say by its actions is, 
"y ou’re not alone in y our 
feelings. Thousands of others 
are just like y ou.” 
"The cost of liv ing witboul 
y our husband doesn t drop in 
proportion to the loss of his 
incom e,” 
say s 
Mrs.

In France, in Italy and in 
certain 
South 
American 
countries cheating on tax es 
has become almost a way of 
life. 
It has become a g ame, with 
citizens op enly brag g ing 
about what they are g etting 
away with, coup led with a 
deg ree 
of 
g ov ernment 
tolerance ov er what is g oing 
on. 
This country has alway s 
p rided itself on the way its 
citizens v oluntarily assess 
themselv es and p ay their 
tax es annually . Since the 
adv ent of withholding this 
deg ree of 4‘v oluntary com­ 
p liance” 
has 
become 
somewhat of a fiction, since 
for most working p eop le at 
least substantially all of their 
tax oblig ation has been 
deducted from their earning s 
before they even g et it. 


EVEN 
SO, 
Internal 
Rev enue officials like to 
rep ort that about 98 p er cent 
of all Americans correctly 
rep ort all their income ev ery 
y ear, comp ute their own 
tax es and willing ly settle 
their accounts. 
In recent y ears a 
new 
p roblem has arisen. More 
tax p ay ers seem willing to 
take a chance on g etting 
away with something . 
It’s not just individuals who 
are 
inv olv ed. 
Internal 
R ev enue 
C om m issioner 
Johnnie M. Walters said in 


Detroit 
recently 
that 
“ alarm in g ” 
abuses 
are 
p romp ting a careful look “for 
tax fraud in corp oration 
returns.*” 
Where 
warranted, 
the 
commissioner said, “ the 
Serv ice 
will 
recommend 
p rosecution of officers or 
emp loy es resp onsible for 
corp orate ev asion.” 
Citing 
a 
number 
of 
ex amp les, Walters said “it is 
not merely astounding that 
larg g « p ublicly -held 
cor­ 
p orations eng ag e in 
such 
schemes, 
it 
is 
indeed 
shocking .” 


T A X 
C H E A T I N G 
g enerally results either from 
the feeling some p eop le are 
g etting away without p ay ing 
their fair share or a rebellion 
created by the feeling the tax 
load has become too heav y . 
In the first instance, the 
resulting attitude is: “Why 
should I be a sucker when so 
many 
millionaires 
or 
racketeers are g etting away 
without p ay ing ?” 
When the feeling that too 
much in tax es is being taken 
away becomes a conviction, 
there is a tendency on the 
p art of some to see what they 
can g et away with. They 
attemp t to justify their ac­ 
tions by insisting they can’t 
g et by if they p ay all the 
g ov ernment wants—that too 
little will be left for them. 
A new element entered the 
tax p icture during the p ast 
y ear, causing g reat concern 
to IRS officialdom. Not only 


are an increasing number of 
tax p ay ers attemp ting to g et 
away with something , they 
are receiv ing encourag ement 
and p rofessional help in 
cheating from some tax 
p rep aration firms. 
In a bulletin released just 
before the last Ap ril 15 filing 
deadline, 
IRS 
rep orted 
“ widesp read ev idence of 
fraudulent p ractices by a 
sig nificant number of return 
p rep arers.” 


TO COMBAT 
the trend, 
IRS g reatly ex p anded its free 
serv ice to p uzzled tax p ay ers 
and at the same time laun­ 
ched a nationwide crackdown 
of the tax p rep aration firms 
— the so-called tax ex p erts. 
To 
its 
dismay 
IR S 
discovered in a nationwide 
investig ation that “ov er half 
of tax p rep arers inv estig ated 
so far may hav e aided or 
abetted tax p ay ers around the 
country in the filing of 
fraudulent returns.” 
Many of the tax p rep arers 
went 
to 
p rison, 
others 
receiv ed fines for their illeg al 
conduct. The tax cheating 
encourag ed by p rofessional 
p rep arers renewed moves for 
some form of testing and 
licensing for 
those 
who 
p rep are tax returns for a fee. 


THE 
GOVERNMENT 
inv estig ation disclosed the 
p ractice on the p art of some 
fly -by -nig ht tax p rep arers of 
basing their fee on “a p er­ 
centag e of what I sav e y ou.” 
The more cheating , then. 
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the g reater the sav ing s and 
the hig her the fee. 
Partly to end this feeling 
that some of the 
more 
wealthy tax p ay ers are g et­ 
ting away without p ay ing 
their 
fair 
share, 
both 
p residential candidates and 
cong ressional leaders are 
p romising a tax reform 
p rog ram to be enacted nex t 
y ear which hop efully will 
close still more loop holes in 
the tax laws. 
The rev enue sharing bill, 
which has just been p assed by 
Cong ress, is another attemp t 
to end some of the bitterness 
ov er hig h tax es. With more of 
the federal tax rev enue to be 
shared with the cities and 
states, the measure offers the 
p romise of some relief from 
some of the locally -imp osed 
hig h tax es.
